-saspended and other drastic steps 
agreed upon to try and meet a 
print paper shortage that threat- 
ens the whole great newspaper 
Andustry of the United States. 
‘Mery little paper is to be had 
now and very soon there will be 
less. Such as it to be had where 
newspapers are unprotected by 
contracts is at prices which pro- 
hibit publication at present news- 
paper rates for sales and adver- 
‘tising space. 

For the large newspapers of 

‘ the cities economy, or the first 
step toward it, is easy. Paper 
eonsumption can be cut in two] 
and the public will still get its 
‘money’s worth and more, even 
at the doubled price per copy. 
It is only necessary to eliminate 
certain superflous pages of ‘‘fea- 
ture’’ matter and secondary news.
